It's only open in the summer, but since it was beautifully refurbished a couple of years ago, they've always had some 
time available for lap swimming inbetween the kid-friendly recreational hours.

While I appreciate that kids enjoy a pool on a hot day, plenty of us adult residents enjoyed the 
pool last year too.

I know there will be a lot of grateful and 
appreciative adults if we can have at least some weekend lap swimming this summer.
